will probably give little satisfaction, for it was con- 
_ sidered premature not only to disclose the town-planning 
maps of the county, but to say much on the subject 
of communications, the Bressey Report on this latter 
aspect of the problem not yet having been fully con- 
sidered by the County Council. That much useful 
work has been done, however, is apparent, particularly 
with regard to height zoning and zoning for use in 
built-up areas. 

This latter subject is one of great difficulty in the 
.case of such an amorphous growth as London where, 
as Mr. Berry remarked in his r, “ houses, shops 
and factories appear to be mixed as if shaken out of a 
sack.” Under a dictatorship it would, no doubt, be 
possible to override all interests and, with complete 
disregard for cost, sweep all this chaos away and re- 
plan it “nearer to the heart’s desire”; but such 
dfastic action does not seem to be possible under a 
democratic system, so we must be content to deal with 
the problem as best wé may. And it may not be 
altogether a bad thing that our powers are limited in 
this — for town-planning theory is by no means 
immutable. For instance, within recent “ gegre- 
gation of user” has been vigorously attacked by many 
thinkers and practitioners in town planning use 
of its inevitable inconvenience for great numbers of 
people. This is not to deny that industry, for example, 
is probably better in one place than another, nor to 
condone its sprawling into obviously inappropriate 
places. Some measure of control is essential, but it 
must be reasonable and not. dictated by an “ ideal” 
plan that disregards true convenience and natural 
lines of development. 


“PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE.” 


UR predecessors have often been blamed for their 
lack of foresight and failure to plan for the future ; 
but how, it may well be asked, was it possible for them 
to plan for the traffic requirements of the undreamed- 
of motor ? We, in our turn, are often urged to 
“plan ahead ” ; and while it is a comparatively simple 
matter in ing to avoid a repetition of the mistakes 
of the past, it is by mo means easy to forecast the 
requirements of the distant future. 

If the prognostications of our birth-rate statisticians 


have any validity, the tion of this country a 
hundred years hence will have shrunk to a few millions, 
and if we “ plan ahead ” at all it should ‘be, bly, 


for an enormous reduction of every kind of facility for 
carrying on the affairs of life. If it is not unreasonable 
to foresee a time when the suburban areas of 
London will be deserted and only the ancient City 
core inhabited, what kind of planning does such a 
state of things demand ¢ : 

Town Planning, we feel, is well advised to go cautiously. 
There is much that it can do for the present without 
concerning itself too much with the future. Many 
immediate problems press for solution, such as slum 





a8 opportunity affords, the control of new urban de- 
velopment, the widening of old and the buildiag of 
‘new roads to meet the demands of motor traffic, and 
the conservation of all that is i 
inherited from the past. In all and other pressing 
matters town planning can render a great and immediate 
service to the community. What the future may bring 
forth, who can say ? 


THE CITY AS A RESIDENTIAL AREA. 


HE other paper read at the conference—by Mr. 

E. E. Finch, late City Engineer—was an excellent 
summary of the development and condition, historical 
and present, of the City of London. Many points of 
interest are to be found in the , not least a refer- 
ence to the curious situation that while the day population 
of the City is steadily increasing, the night (t.¢., resident) 
population is shrinking very rapidly. In 1801, accord- 
ing to Mr. Finch, it was 129,000: in 1851, 130,000; in 
1891, 38,000, and in 1931, 11,000. 


This trend is, of course, one of the contributory 
factors in the growth of Greater London, and it is not 
without interest to speculate why so little use is being 
made of the City as a residential area, Convenience 
and surroundings that are not only healthy but charm- 
ing are obvious points from the individual point of view 
in favour of establishing flats and hostels for City 
workers. From the point of view of public amenity. 
the reduction of the enormous peak traffie load in 
trains, buses and trams would be welcome, while the 
movement might also have the effect of checking the 
sprawling growth of Greater London which is still eating 
up annually many thousand acres of the Home Counties. 

Why, then, have comparatively so few residential 
buildings been erected in the City of London within 
recent years? The chief reason, no doubt, has been 
the high site values which render the attempt omc 
hibitive for all except flats of the luxury t we 
interpret Mr. Finch’s remarks correctly, however, it

Two New Buildings 
in Iceland, 

InuusrratEp above and on page 621 are 
recent Icelandic buildings which have 
some points of interest. One shows the 
interior of a new swimming bath at 
Reykjavik, completed this year, and the 
other is the design for a church to be 
erected at Hvalfjérdus, 4 seaside town 
about 30 miles from the capital. Both 
these have been designed by Professor 
Gudjon Samuelson, an Icelandic archi- 
tect. A correspondent, Mr. Jon Loftsson, 
who sends these views, states: “ As the 
illustrations show, the style of these 
buildings is founded on the natural 
formation of basaltic rock so often found 
in Ieeland. Its peculiarity is that it often 
occurs in outlines Which seem oe 
‘made by man’: the symmetry 
sloping straight floss is generally senerh: 
able. Nature applies 
We learn that buildi made 
largely of pumice—for which a consider- 





able export trade exists—are freely used 
in Ieelandic building construction. 


Building Regulations : Need 
for a Simple Code. 

A puma for a short code of simple and 
unambiguous building “ commandments ”’ 
was put forward by Mr. Victor Peel, Vice- 
Chairman of Council, at the annua! con- 
ference of the Incorporated Association of 
Architects and Surveyors, held recently at 
Somerville College, Oxford.

Scottish Housing Problems : 
Demand for Parliamentary Control. 

One hundred and twenty delegates, re- 
presenting local authorities in all parts of 
Scotland, attended a conference at Glas- 
gow on September 30, which had been con- 
vened by the Dumbartonshire County 
Council to seek solutions to the housin 
problems confronting the various Scotti: 
authorities, Sir Iain Colquhoun, Bart., 
Convener of the Dumbartonshire County 
Council, presided, As a result of the 
gathering, a resolution is to be sent direct 
to the Government demanding Parlia- 
mentary control of all house-building 
materials, control of diversion of materials 
from house-building to lu ; 
substantial increase of su and the 
provision of financial assistance towards 
the erection of houseg to meet the needs 
other than those of slum clearance and 
relief of overcrowding. ¢ 

The conference viewed with concern the 
crisis that is developing in the building of 
houses for the wo: ; which, if 
allowed to continue, will bring building to 
a complete stop. To deal with this crisis 
and enable housing authorities to proceed 
with their programmes, the conference 
urged Government action on the wi 
lines: That control be instituted on 
materials used in the building of houses 
with a view to ensuring that such 
materials are made available at reasonable 
prices to local authorities in regular and 
sufficient quantities; that the diversion 
of materials in the building of houses to 
luxury building . should meantime be 
strictly controlled by Parliament; that im-

described and first illustrated in Volume 
2 of my “ Easements of Light.” I notice 
that the co-ordinate grille of angles, illus- 
trated in Fig. 7, is substantially the same 
as the ig grille in illustration 
Fig. 7 in my book, and that the daylight 
factor grille illustrated in Fig. 8 bears some 
resemblance to the corresponding grille, 
illustrated by me, in Fig. 58 in the same 
volume. In my case the photographs 
were not taken by means of an ordinary 
eamera, but by the special instrument, for 
which I obtained a patent, owing to it 
being possible to take a series of photo- 
graphs from the same point, without vary- 
ing the position of the centre of perspec- 
tive. . 


I was also interested to observe that Mr. 
Waldram advocates the adoption of 0.2 
per cent. daylight factor, or, in other 
words, 0.4 per cent. sill] ratio, as the stan- 
dard of inadequate light to be plotted on 
daylight plans throughout the world. I 
observe that he claims that this is the 
standard approved by the International 
Commission on Illumination. Regarding 
the propriety of proceeding in this way, 
there is a material difference between us. 
to which attention was, I believe, first 
directed when we both gave evidence at 
Gibraltar in 1934, before the Chief Justice, 
in the Supreme Court, in the case of 
Thomson vt. Balensi. That was, I was 
given to understand, the first Right of 
Light case to be dealt with in Court at 
Gibraltar. As the law of light is substan- 
tially the same there as it is in this 
country, it was very desirable that similar 
methods of dealing with the case should 
be adopted, subject, of course, to such 
variations as might be necessary owing to 
varying local conditions. 


In aliuding to such conditions, I refer 
mainly to the variation in average sky 
brightness, which I believe occurs 
throughout the world, and which, I be- 
lieve, is controlled largely by the average 
altitude of the sun. I remember that, 
when Mr. Waidram his daylight 
plans in that case, he stated that they 
were based upon the same standards as 
those adopted in London. When he was 
asked by Mr. S. Benady, my client's 
counsel, whether he would adopt the same 
London standards in dealing with right 
of light cases both at the Equator and at 
the North Pole, he replied that he cer- 
tainly would at the Equator, but that he 
would have to consider, before making up 
his mind what he would do in connection 
with a case at the North Pole. He also 
said that, under clouds, light did not vary 
with the altitude of the sun.

Owing to this 
circumstance, I have been consulted, not 
only with regard to the right of light case 
m Gibraltar, but also in connection with 
cases as far apart as Bombay and Aus- 
tralia. In dealing with such cases I have 
worked on the assumption that the 
average sky brightness varies according to 
latitude, and cannot, as Mr. Waldram be- 
lieves, be properly assumed to be a 
aniversal standard of 0.2 per cent. day- 
light factor or 0.4 per cent. sill ratio. Re- 
garding his theory that, under clouds, 
light from the sky does not vary with the 
altitude of the sun, I have obtained some 
information from those who have been in 
tropical regions" that I have not yet 
visited, and the evidence I have ob- 
tained has been quite conclusive and has 
supported the view that I. hold. I 
Temember- that -one well-known pro- 
fessor, at one of our English uni- 
versities, assured me in the most 
definite terms that, during © thunder- 
storms in Kenya, he had found it to be 
much lighter than it was during similar 
storms in this country, and he assured 
me that his observations:in Kenya were 
only characteristic of similar observations 
that he had made in other tropical and 
sub-tropical regions.

Tves has sent to me, in response to my 
mguiries, a copy of Public Health 
Bulletin No. 218, entitled “Studies in 
tumination.” In that publication I 
tind, on page 44, particulars given by Dr. 
fves for the calculation of average sky 
brightness. The particulars appear under 
the heading “‘ Calculation of the Average 
Brightness of the Sky for Different 
Regions and Latitudes in the United 
States from the Values given by Kimball 
for the Illumination on a Horizontal 
Plane.” 

It seems to me that if Mr. Waldram’s 
theory is correct, then both Mr. H. H. 
Kimball and Dr. Ives and the other 
authorities I have consulted are entirely 
wrong. In my view, however, that is 
not so. 

I remember that. in the Gibraltar case, 
Mr. Waldram supported his theory by 
citing a resolution, adopted by the Inter- 
national Commission on Illumination in 
1928, when a conference took place in the 
United States. The resolution to which he 
referred is printed in French on page 12 
of the report of the Commission. I trans- 
late as follows: “ It is recommended that 
the value of daylight illumination at any 
point in an interior shall be expressed 
either by the horizontal illumination pre- 
vailing, when the external il’ amination 
due to the entire hemisphere is 5.000 lux, 
or by the roof ratio of the two illumina- 
tions referred to.”’ That, however, was a 
resolution of 1928, and a great deal of 
progress has been made since then. The 
publication of Dr. Iwes, to whieh I have 
just referred, appeared in Washington in 
1935. J have read the full report of the 
discussion that took place, prior to the

3.—PORCHES po PORCH DOORWAYS. 


Porcuss and porch doorways have con- 
siderable design-influence in architectural 
composition besides being features of 
utilitarian significance. From a design 
point of view they can be compared with 
balconies, features which may be heavy 
or slight—deeply projecting or almost in 
line with a facade. They are among the 
component parts of a building which may 
properly receive an architect’s most con- 
sidered control. Their relation to a 
facade, in width, height and projection, 
makes them immediately satisfactory or 
otherwise. 

Good detailing cannot perfect a porch 
which is doubtfully related te its facade 
although the scale and apparent size may 
be somewhat changed by this means. The

porch, which bears a fine relation to the 
fagade it adjoins can, however, be greatly 
refined and beautified by good detailing, 
and many examples show astonishing 
variety and imagination in this respect. 
The range of English porches and porch 
doorways includes innumerable types. 
Those illastrated have been chosen mainly 


to instance certain points in the smaller 
domestic and cottage varieties which are 
of a kind that can be called “ porch-door- 
ways’ or “ porches”; the latter being 
applied features while the former are de- 
velopments of simple doorway design. 

Reference to the examples will show 
that some protection from the weather can 
be provided by a projecting doorhead 
alone or by a recessed door-position, and, 
although the “full” porch may provide 
better shelter, the other types give suffi- 
cient and are at the disposal of the archi- 
tect for situations where deeply project- 
ing types would be too massive or create 
a focal point which might be too insistent 
in the design of a facade. The shell door- 
heads are among the types which afford 
shelter without being too obstructive and, 
as may be seen from the one illustrated in 
Fig. 1, the design-value of the door itself, 
together with its external architrave, is 
in no way obscured by the means here 
adopted to convert the door into a porch- 
doorway. This is an important point 
because some porch-doorways (and cer- 
tainly many porches) dominate the doors 
or even put them in total shade so that 
these can sometimes be very simple and 
inexpensive to allow of a saving which 
can be counted an item to set against the 
porch head or porch itself. 

The porch shown in Fig. 2 is of this 
kind. From a design point of view the 
entrance door within takes second place 
because the emphasis is placed fully on 
the “nice” weight and proportioning of 
this stone porch. It is like many to be 
seen in the “stone” districts of Great 
Britain. Although its design is so modest 
and its materials so simple there is, in 
this Corfe Castle example, a sense of invi- 
tation that speaks well of its success asa 
fitting entrance to its stone-fronted facade. 
It will be seen that its steeply-pitched roof 
echoes the house roof. 

The examples in Fig. 3 are from 20th 
century houses at Welwyn Garden City. 
It is perhaps a little unfair to judge them 
alongside several of the others illustrated 
because rigid economy had to be observed 
here. Nevertheless, they can be considered 
if this -restriction of cost (and it is a 
severe handicap!) is borne in mind. That

at (a) has a hood following Georgian pre- 
cedent. Many hoods adorn older houses, 
and evidence of craftwork (and enjoy- 
ment given to the men who made the 
varied patterns) can be seen in potch 
door heads of this kind. They are of a 
type that demand a door which shall be 
well-detailed and in good scale with them. 
A better door ought to have been the 
complement to this well-formed porch 
head. A distinct economy of material 
appears to be the chief quality of (b) and 
the design has a fresh cleanliness which 
seems far preferable to some Georgian 
porches, with trellis infilling, that are of 
rather similar size. The two posts are 
narrow ellipses on plan. Considerable 
respect for classical precedent is shown in 
(c), which is a clever design because it 
successfully lightens classical motifs but 
retains the qualities which they generally 
emanate. This slender porch has very 
satisfactory proportions besides being in 
admirable accord with the character of 
the small house (and its materials) that it 
adjoins. 

More expensive examples are shown in 
Figs. 4 and 5. The fine one from Ayles- 
bury (Fig. 4) is attached to a Georgian 
facade of quality, and the porch detailing 
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the two uppermost panels. Plain

follows rigid classical precedent. It has 
dignity and restraint and is a good 
instance of the wooden interpretation by 
the Georgians of the Roman Corinthian 
order. Two Portland stone steps “‘tie in ”’ 
the design. Their moulded nosings and 
the curtails worked on the lower one add 
refinement. The porch greatly dominates 
the door but, in period examples, finely- 
proportioned doors of high quality usually 
complete such schemes. They have con- 
siderable solidity and are a pleasure to 
use. The splendid porch hood seen in 
Fig. 5 is well related to the doorway, and 
unlike many of the shell hoods im this 
respect. Brackets of determined profile 
play an important part in this design 
besides being features carrying relief carv- 
ing of great beauty. 

Several other points are worth noting, 
too. The well-proportioned door (typi- 
cally Georgian), with equal panele above 
and below its lock rail, has been altered 
by the introduction of leaded glazing in

_ Fig. 6 shows a recently built porch. It 
is one of & pair which play a very impor- 
tant part in the composition of the facade 
they punctuate. They are most skilfully 
planned in being brought forward so that 


_ the staircase windows for the halls within 


are in no way restricted. This skilled 
handling alone makes them distinctive 
and unique. Nevertheless, they do not 
disregard byegone examples. Instead 
they, like the really splendid building 
they serve, respect all those qualities 
which a long tradition has handed down 
as being “ right,” and because they do so 
it is likely that when posterity judges the 
works of this century these two porches, 
no less than the building, will be ranked 
among the best representative buildings 
of our time.

THE TOWN PLANNING OF LONDON 


TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTES AUTUMN MEETING AT COUNTY HALL 


Tux nineteenth annual autumn meeting 
of the Town Planning Institute was held 
at County Hall, §.E.1, on October 1 and 2, 
under the presidency of Mr. Ewart G. 
Culpin, F.B.1.B.A, M.T.P.1. An address 
of welcome was given by Lord Snell on 
behalf of the London County Council, 
who said he could not help reflecting how 
different our great cities would hawe 
looked had there been town planning in 
generations gone by. The question of 
town planning was complex and diff- 
cult. If town planning had existed and 
men with vision had planned it some 
time ago, London might have been a less 
complex administrative unit. An art 
eritic once said that the right way to 
treat a house was not to arrange the fur- 
niture in it but to let it occur. London had 
occurred, and they saw it for what it was. 


THE TOWN PLANNING OF THE CITY OF 
LONDON. 

This was the title of igen by Mr. E, E. 
Finch, M.Inst.C.E., F.S.L, who has just 
retired from the position of City Engineer. 

In the City of London, the commercial 
heart of the British Empire, and the prin- 
cipal financial centre of the world, the land 
values (he said) are among the highest to be 
found anywhere.

The fundamental basis of most planning 
schemes is the road system, and I pro to 
begin by discussing some of the sad teal 
problems of the se § London's internal 
communications formed the subject of an im- 
portant inquiry as far back as 1860, because, 
even then, the Metropolis was becoming 
so great that traffic congestion was resulting 
in the loss of both time and money. The 
volume of traffic continued to grow during 
the latter part of the nineteenth century, and 
during the present century it appears that 
there has been an increase of 60 per cent., 
although it may be noted that in the same 
period there has been an even greater increase 
in the West End—100 per cent. This increase 
1s accounted for partly by the growth of 
the ulation of Greater London—in 1904 
6.7 millions, and in 1931 8.2 millions, partly 
by the development of motor traffic and 
partly by an increase in the number of 
sourneys per head travelled in a year—in 1904 
this figure being 181, while in 1936 it was 466. 
Each generation during the past century has 
considered that London's streets were already 
loaded to full capacity, and yet the figures I 
have quoted appear to belie the popular 
view. The difficulty of handling a vast and 
growing volume of traffic, which appears to 
beset the City, may be partly due to an 
inaccurate analysis of the true functions of 
its streets. Traditionally and actually, it is 
a trading centre, the essential purpose of its 
streets being to carry goods to and from the 
business houses and markets, and to provide 
footways for the localised circulation of large 
numbers of pedestrians. Facilities for access 
into it are essential to the City’s life, but not 
for passing through it. Much of the

The most striking feature about the surface 
utilisation of the City is the concentration of 
the several types of activity into well-defined 
areas.

The uses to which the land and buildings 
are put may be divided into three main 
zones :-— 

(1) The first of these is the business area, 
which forms the heart of the city. It is 
focused on the vicinity of the Royal Ex- 
change. (2) The second zone, which is charac. 
terised by warehouses, consists principall 
of an area, the central jon of whi 
occupies a corridor roughly defined on the 
west by St. Paul’s-churchyard and on the east 
by Queen-street. (3) The third zone com- 
prises the district to the north and to the 
west of the main warehouse area. This is the 
industrial part of the City. 

The City at present has its activities dis-

in obtaining access to timbers, having been 
briefly explained, one must realise the difB- 
og 4 of devising means of keeping them out 
of bnildings. deed, no practical method 
ean be evolved to keep out the non-sub- 
terranean termite. 

We will consider the subterranean termite 
first, bearing in mind the fact that this 
species must have uninterrupted connection 
with the ground. The construction of a 
barrier impassable through, or over, by the 
termites must be placed at certain parts of 
the building. The material out of which 
this should be constructed is of great im- 
portance. Certain authorities recommend a 
strong mixture of cement. The writer does 
not agree with this, having found too many 
instances of termites penetrating through this 
material. Even a two to one mixture of 
cement and sand 4j-in. thick is not effective, 
as small settlement cracks must appear (even 
if reinforced) and the termites wi the 
weak spot. Lead, laid similar to a damp 
course, is also recommended but cannot be 
relied upon, as instances are on record where 
termites have penetrated this. Bituminous 
compounds are not to be relied upon and 
zine will rust. The only material which can 
be used safely is copper, but it is impor- 
tant that this be fixed in the most effective 
spots, determined by the nature of the 
building. 

The only way to prevent damage by the 
non-subterranean termites (which cannot be 
kept out of buildings) is to render the wood 
unpalatable to them. 

is type will not attack clothing, boots, 
carpets and similar materials, unless they 
are in contact with untreated woods. There 
are at least three methods of treating the 
timbers, namely, brush coating, steeping and 
impregnating under pressure! The writer 
would recommend only the latter, as the 
other methods have been found ineffective. 
Those who recommend them do not realise 
the fact that the majority of termites do not 
work on the surface of the wood. Even if 
timbers are coated on every part of their sur- 
faces (which in practice is rarely done) the 
termite will obtain an entry through a 
developed shake, an untreated joint, a with- 
drawn nail-hole, a hole made by bugs in 
the growing timber and even a bruised 
caused by a hammer mark or damage whilst 
fixing.
